Section 3. Notice is  hereby given that this City Council does hereby 

fix Wednesday, January 18, I978 at the hour of 8:OO p.m. and the 

City Council Chambers, City Hall, Lodi, California, as  the time 

and place when and where all persons interested in or objecting to 

these vacations herein proposed may appear before the City Council 

and be heard. 

Upon adoption of this resolution, the Director of Public 

Works shall post, or cause to be posted, notices of such passage and 

of the time and place se t  herein for public hearing, in accordance 

with and in time, form and manner as  prescribed by law for the 

vacation of streets.

Sentinel, a newspaper of general circulation printed and published in the 

City of Lodi, said publication to be completed at  least fifteen days prior  

to said hearing.
